“IF YOU ARE GOING TO BUILD HIGH 
YOU MUST DIG DEEP” 
Somewhere in this issue we have presented the results 
of our Greater Auburn Fund program for the year 1947-48. 
These figures are rather disclosing, but perhaps an explana- 
| tion would make the figures more readily understandable. 
| This was the first annual Greater Auburn Fund program 


| in the history of our newly organized Auburn Alumni Asso- 
ciation. Perhaps we should start by explaining that the 
| Association is not yet in a position to undertake a program 
of this nature. There are still about 3 more years of “dig- 
ging” before we shall have our recofds properly established. 
| On the other hand, so many of the alumni were anxious to 
| help, that we started with a comparatively successful pro- 
| gram for the first venture. 


First, we show that 9,158 received communications con- 
| cerning the 47-48 program. Since August, 1947 (the date of 
| mailing), nearly 3500 additional alumni have been added 
_to our files. However, the figure 9,158 can be termed the 

number solicited. Off this number 1420 responded by con- 
tributing on or before March 31, 1948. Sixteen percent of 
| those receiving the notice contributed. This figure (16%) 


‘is rather encouraging. By comparison with other institu- 


| tions we would probably find that on our very first effort 
we were about average in the percentage contributing. So 
| you are to be congratulated on that score. But here come’ 
| the sad part of the story. The average amount contributed 
by each alumnus receiving the notice was $1.01. This figure 
is extremely lew if we compare it with average contribu- 
| tions of other institutions. Other institutions average about 
| $12.50 per alumnus. Now let’s clarify one thing—our figure 
| of $1.01 is not the average amount contributed by those who 
donated. This latter figure would run considerably higher. 
Here are some of the important things for you to note. 
The Greater Auburn Fund is an annual program. You and 
your classmates.are now probably a little more conscious 
of your class rating and will probably want to do better 
next time. Alumni of other schools contribute tremendous 
sums to their Alma Mater each year, mostly as an expres- 
sion of their loyalty. On the other hand, if the school is bet- 
tered—and it will be by these contributions—the donors in 
a sense are the real recipients. We must maintain our pres- 
tige. These contributions are to aid in the development of 
the things that will make the real Auburn—the Auburh 
| that you have dreamed about: an educational Institution of 
| lasting respect.

The month of April saw the Tigers of Auburn continue 
their climb to the top of the ladder of success in the field 
of sports. In baseball, the Tigers copped five wins out of 
seven, in track two wins out of three, in tennis six wins out 
of eight, and the golf team is still in the unbeaten class. 
Those are the headlines; now for the details. 


In baseball, the month opened on a sour note as Charlie 
Trippi brought his Georgia Bulldogs over to the Plains and 
pounded out an 11-2 victory over our Tigers. The second 
game of the series was rained out. Next on the agenda for 
the Tigers was a two-game series in Atlanta with Georgia 
Tech. After copping the opener on Nixon’s pitching, 11-4, 
the Plainsmen bowed in defeat in the finale, 10-8. Back 
home again, the Tigers entertained the University of Flori- 
da nine_in a two-game series. Nixon’s five-hitter won the 
opened 12-1, and Hill and Finlayson teamed up to win the 
second, 9-5. Following this series the Tigers journeyed to 
Knoxville where they met and defeated twice th hapless 
University of Tennessee nine. Nixon pitched a beautiful 
one-hitter to win the opener 12-0, getting four hits himself, 
including a home run and.a double, to aid his own cause. 
George Hill scattered 11 hits effectively in the second game, 
to win 12-4. These wins put Auburn near the top in their 
race for the SEC championship. Incidentally, Willard Nix- 
on’s record now is five won, 0 lost. In the 45 innings he has 
worked, he has allowed only 17 hits and five runs. Pretty 
fair pitching in anybody’s league.

The Auburn track team also added to their laurels dur- 
ing the past month. In the first dual meet of the season they 
administered a crushing defeat to the visiting Mississippi 
State Maroons. The followng Saturday they handled the 
University of Georgia in an even ruder manner, chasing 
them completely off the field. But it couldn’t last. The 
neighboring University of Florida came into town determ- 
ined to win, and that is just what they did. In a thrilling 
meet that was in-doubt down to the very last event, the 
Gators edged by the Plainsman 6544 to 60%. Auburn’s 
weakness in the field events was a big factor in the Florida 
victory. This defeat did not lower hopes of Auburnites for 
a possible championship team this year, for in men like 
Overton, Carley, Pennington, DeMedicis, Walker, Morris- 
sett, Brnilovitch, and others ,this Auburn team has plenty 
of point-making possibilities.
